AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


I  have  examined  the  financial  records  of  Dorothy 
Brooks,  Treasurer  of  Alleghany  County  Baptist 
Association  and  found  them  accurate.

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BELLVIEW  BAPTIST  CHURCH  HISTORY 

Bellview  Baptist  Church  is  located  on  State  Road  113, 
approximately  three  miles  from  Laurel  Springs  Post  Office. 

The  first  written  record  of  Bellview's  existence  was  found  in 
a  Bible  belonging  to  Alice  Long  Jones  -  stating  that 
Sunday  School  was  conducted  in  the  Masonic  Lodge  Hall, 
which  also  served  as  a  two  teacher  school.  In  later  years, 
the  Lodge  united  with  Sparta;  the  school  consolidated  with 
Nathan's  Creek;  and  the  building  was  sold  and  torn  down. 

Bellview  Baptist  Church  was  established  in  1896  with 
nineteen  members.  The  statistical  roll  of  churches  in  the 
1 896-97  minutes  of  the  Ashe  and  Alleghany  Association 
record  Reverend  Frank  B.  Cheek  as  Pastor  and  J.W. 
Phouts  as  Church  Clerk.  Little  else  is  known  about 
Bellview  until  approximately  ten  years  later. 

On  May  9, 1 909,  Bellview  was  reorganized  with  twenty- 
one  members.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  present  frame 
building  with  a  seating  capacity  of  one  hundred  fifty  was 
constructed.  The  Reverend  George  M.  Reeves  served  as 
Pastor.  Lloyd  S.  Richardson  as  Clerk,  and  Shade  Plummer 
as  Deacon. 

Many  pastors  have  served  Bellview  over  the  years.  Limited 
services  were  held  from  1 953  until  1 971  when  Reverend 
Jimmy  Warden  was  elected  Pastor.  Under  Reverend 
Warden's  leadership,  the  church  made  progress  in  all 
areas,  as  has  been  the  case  under  all  succeeding  pastors. 
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Following  the  resignation  of  Reverend  Warden  in  1976, 
Reverend  Lloyd  Burgess  was  elected  pastor  in  January  of 
1977  and  served  until  his  resignation  in  October  of  1988. 
In  1988,  the  Reverend  John  Huffman  was  elected  pastor 
and  served  until  February,  1997.  In  August,  1997, 
Reverend  Billy  Felts  was  elected  pastor  and  serves  to  the 
present. 

Brother  Larry  Scott  serves  as  Chairman  of  Deacons. 
Completing  the  Deacon  Board  are  Brothers  Guy  Brooks, 
Leonard  Church,  Eddie  Hart,  and  Brad  Mabe.  Brothers 
Steven  Joines  and  William  Smith  are  inactive  deacons. 

From  1976  to  date,  chruch  treasurers  have  been:  Lessie 
Shepherd  (1976  - 1986),  Becky  Scott  (1987-1988),  and 
Dorothy  Brooks  (1988-present). 

From  1960  to  date,  church  clerks  have  been:  Juanita 
Church  (1960-1975),  Virginia  Warden  (1975-1979), 
JoAnn  Chruch  (1979-1984),  Brenda  Faw  (1985-1999), 
and  Judith  Sands  (2000-present). 

Upkeep  and  maintenance  have  been  an  on-going  project. 
In  1 979,  a  tract  of  land  was  donated  to  Bellview  from  the 
F.U.  Taylor  Estate  in  loving  memory  of  Mr.  Taylor.  This 
land  was  developed  into  a  fellowship  and  recreation  area 
with  a  pavilion,  swings,  and  a  merry-go-round.  A  piano 
was  purchased  in  memory  of  Victor  Jones.  New  pulpit 
furniture  serves  as  a  memorial  to  George  Shepherd.  A 
granite  sign  at  the  new  drive  on  State  Road  1 13  is  in 
memory  of  Maggie  Atwood. 
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In  the  iate  seventies,  a  need  for  more  room  resulted  in 
Bel  Mew's  first  major  renovation,  including  four  new 
Sunday  School  rooms,  a  Fellowship  hall,  and  a  Pastor's 
study.  New  sheetrock  and  wainscoting  brighten  the  walls 
of  the  Sanctuary;  indirect  lighting  and  a  vaulted  drop 
ceiling  also  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  church.  In  1998,  work 
began  on  enclosing  the  pavilion  area  with  upgrades 
continuing  to  be  made. 

Bellview  hosted  the  Alleghany  Baptist  Association  in  91 2, 
1919, 1927, 1933, 1942, 1953, 1972, 1982, 1991, 1996 
(Bellview's  100th  anniversay  and  the  Association's  100th 
annual  session)  and  in  2001 . 

Bellview  and  the  Association  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
following  individuals  and  to  thank  them  for  their  extensive 
research  and  preservation  of  records:  the  late  Mrs.  A.O.

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Baptist  Children's  Homes  Of  North  Carolina 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  serves  record  number  of 
children.  In  2000,  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina  served  a  record  2,000  children  and  more  than 
1 ,600  families  statewide.  BCH  operates  residential 
campuses  in  Thomasville,  Pembroke,  Kinston  and  Clyde, 
a  maternity  home  in  Asheville,  a  teen  mother/baby  home  in 
Lenoir,  value  change  homes  for  boys  and  girls  in  Franklin 
and  Asheville  and  for  girls  in  Lenoir,  a  wilderness  camp  for 
boys  in  Cameron,  emergency  care  cottages  at  each  of  the 
residential  campuses  and  in  Wayneville,  and  a  model  day 
care  in  Thomasville. 

Children  tell  their  stories  during  the  Baptist  State 
i  Convention  report.  Standing  ovations,  applause  and 
i  heartfelt  hugs  greeted  the  children  and  staff  at  their  30- 
minute  presentation  during  the  2000  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  Winston-Salem.  More  than  130  BCH 
children,  child  care  workers  and  staff  sang,  shared  their 
stories  and  said  "thank  you"  to  the  approximately  4,500 
messengers  attending  the  Tuesday  afternoon  session. 
Messengers  heard  the  special  testimonies  from  Citadel 
graduating  senior  and  former  Broyhill  Home  resident 
Jason  Davis  and  Hannah  Adams'  mother  Donna.  Hannah 
las  participated  in  both  the  2000  and  2001  BCH  Respite 
Samp  for  Developmental^  Disabled  Adults. 
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Jason  Davis  thanks  messengers.  Jason  was  featured  in 
the  1995  Baptist  Children's  Homes  report  to  the 
convention.  At  the  time  he  was  1 7  and  dreamed  of  a  career 
in  the  Air  Force.  During  his  testimony  at  the  2000 
convention,  Jason  appeared  in  the  full  dress  uniform  of 
The  Citadel.  He  reminded  messengers  that  if  it  had  not 
been  for  their  care  and  support  he  could  have  never 
realized  his  dream.  He  told  messengers  that  he  credited 
them  for  the  opportunities  he  has  known.  Jason  said  he 
plans  to  always  come  back  to  visit  the  children  and  just  as 
others  gave  to  help  him,  he  would  give  to  help  the  other 
children  who  would  come  to  BCH  after  him.  Upon  his 
graduation  from  The  Citadel  in  May,  2001 ,  Jason  Davis 
was  commissioned  as  a  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Air 
Force. 

Donna  Adams  claims  Developmental  Disabilities 
Ministry  an  answer  to  prayer.  The  final  testimony  of  the 
BCH  presentation  was  not  given  by  a  child,  but  by  a 
mother.  Donna  Adams  of  Laurinburg  strained  to  maintain 
her  composure  as  she  shared  how  BCH's  new  ministry  for 
developmental iy  disabled  adults  was  the  answer  to  her 
prayers.  Adams's  daughter  Hannah  suffered  brain  damage 
as  an  infant.  Today,  Hannah  is  a  beautiful  young  woman. 
Donna  said  she  is  comforted  in  knowing  North  Carolina 
Baptists  and  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  would  be  there 
as  her  family  plan  for  Hannah's  future.  She  thanked 
messengers  on  behalf  of  others  parents  and  families  of 
developmentally  disabled  children  for  their  support  and 
commitment  to  this  ministry. 
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North  Carolina  Baptists  reach  $1,000,000 
Thanksgiving  Offering  goal.  Because  of  the  support  of 
Baptist  churches  all  across  North  Carolina,  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  met  the  2000  Thanksgiving  Offering 
goal  of  $1 ,000,000!  The  goal  was  record  for  the  agency. 
BCH  president  Michael  C.  Blackwell  said  he  was 
"enormously  gratified  at  this  outpouring  response."  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  is  grateful  to  all  North  Carolina  Baptists 
who  committed  themselves  to  help  meet  this  challenging 
goal. 

First  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury  sets  goal  they 
couldn't  reach.  Interim  pastor  Dr.  Dale  Steel  said 
collecting  a  church  record  of  $18,300  for  the  2000 
Thanksgiving  Offering  was  fun.  Dr.  Steel  recounted  the 
meetings  that  led  to  setting  the  church's  goal  at  1  %  of  the 
total  BCH  goal  of  $1  million  or  $10,000.  In  1999,  the 
church  gave  approximately  $3,500.  The  church's 
leadership  decided  to  set  a  goal  they  could  not  reach  on 
their  own.  Leading  with  prayer  and  a  commitment  to  meet 
the  goal,  the  church  watched  as  they  passed  their  goal  and 
reached  their  record  amount.  One  month  after  receiving 
the  record  Thanksgiving  Offering,  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Salisbury  collected  the  third-largest  Lottie  Moon 
ingathering  in  1 1  years.  Dr.  Steel  credits  the  church's 
vision,  enthusiasm  and  determination  to  do  their  part  for 
missions  as  being  the  key  to  their  success.

June,  Baptist  Children's  Homes  broke  ground  for  two  new 
group  homes  for  developmental ly  disabled  adults  in 
Winston-Salem.  The  homes  -  Davis  House  and  Hinkle 
House  -  are  being  built  adjacent  to  BCH's  Baptist  House  at 
Bethabara  and  will  open  in  early  2002.  The  R.P.  and  Ella 
Mae  Stegall  Home  was  dedicated  August  19, 2001 .  The 
new  group  home  is  located  in  Marshville  and  provides 
residential  care  for  nine  boys. 

New  Millennium  Families  study  guide  offered  to 
churches.  The  study  guide  to  accompany  Dr.  Michael  C. 
Blackwell's  book  New  Millennium  Families  is  being  made 
available  to  churches  for  group  Bible  studies  this  fall.  Dr. 
Blackwell  believes  BCH  can  help  strengthen  families  in 
North  Carolina  Baptist  churches  and  is  committed  to 
providing  the  necessary  resources.  Dr.  Blackwell's  new 
book,  A  Place  for  Miracles,  is  a  history  of  Baptist 
Children's  Homes,  and  will  be  available  in  late  2001 . 

BCH  anticipates  another  record  Thanksgiving 
Offering.  The  2001  Thanksgiving  Offering  goal  is 
$1 ,100,000.  This  represents  a  $100,000  increase  over  last 
year's  record-setting  amount.  The  number  may  seem 
enormous,  but  there  is  an  enormous  need.  Children  and 
families  turn  to  BCH  broken,  battered  and  burdened.

HOSPITAL  FOCUSED  ON  PARTNERSHIPS  IN  HEALING 

"We  desire  to  build  a  hospital  to  bring  the  healing  art  more 
definitely  under  the  dominion  of  the  Great  Healer."  Baptist  Hospital's 
founding  commission  penned  these  words  in  1921,  and  this 
partnership  in  healing  has  been  our  defining  purpose.  Our  Christian 
heritage  remains  the  foundation  of  Baptist  Hospital  and  undergirds 
our  daily  committment  to  provide  compassionate,  state-of-the-art 
medical  care  to  those  we  serve.  The  Christian  faith  is  truly  the  "soul 
of  our  institution." 
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SCHOOL  OF  PASTORAL  CARE 

The  mission  of  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care  at  Baptist 
Hospital  is:  To  provide  ministries  of  growth,  hope,  and  healing  in  the 
Spirit  of  Christ.  We  are  thankful  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  a 
significant  partner  in  this  mission,  helping  us  bring  hope  to 
thousands  of  people  each  year. 

The  Department  of  Chaplaincy  and  Pastoral  Education 
provided  ministry  during  the  past  year  through  more  than  61,000 
pastoral  visits,  and  worship  services  every  Sunday,  Monday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday.  The  department's  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education  (CPE)  program  received  a  10-year  accreditation  from  the 
Association  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Education  site  review  team.  Fifty- 
eight  students  received  training  in  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  CPE 
programs  in  America. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Counseling,  CareNet,  Inc. 
continues  to  develop  its  ministries.  Rev.  Steve  Scoggin  became  the 
director  of  the  system's  newest  center,  the  East  Carolina  Counseling 
Centers,  Inc.  in  Greenville,  N.C.  CareNet's  counseling  centers 
provided  more  than  25,500  hours  of  compassionate  pastoral 
counseling  in  17  locations  across  the  state  during  the  year.  It  is  the 
largest  pastoral  counseling  system  in  the  nation.  Thanks  to  N.C. 
Baptists,  free  or  reduced  rate  counseling  is  made  available  to  lower 
income  people. 

The  Center  for  Congregational  Health,  Inc.  continues  to 
assist  churches  in  becoming  healthier  communities  of  faith.  The 
Center  provides  consultation  to  25  congregations  a  month.  Over  600 
church  leaders  received  training  in  educational  events  conducted  by 
the  Center  during  the  past  year.  These  include  the  Young  Leaders 
Program  for  ministers  under  age  40,  and  Intentional  Interim  Ministry 
training.  Thanks  to  N.C.  Baptists,  the  Center  receives  essential 
support  for  its  ministries.  This  support  pays  for  initial  consultation  for 
all  Baptist  churches,  and  provides  subsidies  for  churches  and 
ministers  who  need  special  financial  assistance. 
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The  Department  of  Church  and  Community  Relations 
continues  to  serve  as  a  liasion  between  the  Hospital  and  churches  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  departments  director,  Rev.  Paul 
Mullen,  provided  ministry  through  150  requests  for  assistance  with 
obtaining  medical  care  or  concerns  about  medical  bills.  More  than 
$65,000  was  provided  to  N.C.  Baptist  ministers  and  their  families  by 
the  25%  subsidy  for  their  hospital  bills.  A  variety  of  benevolent 
ministries  was  also  coordinated,  primarily  the  Baptist  Benevolent 
Fund. 

BAPTIST  BENEVOLENT  CARE  FUND 

North  Carolina  Baptists,  through  the  Mother's  Day  Offering, 
opened  their  hearts  to  patients  in  financial  need  and  gave  $560,624 
in  2000  for  compassionate  mission  of  benevolent  care  at  Baptist 
Hospital.  All  of  these  funds  were  used  to  pay  the  hospital  bills  of 
patients  in  financial  need.  The  fund  helps  patients  who  "fall  between 
the  cracks,"  making  too  much  for  government  assistance  but  not 
enough  to  pay  for  healthcare  insurance.  They  are  deeply  thankful  to 
N.C.  Baptists  for  this  gracious  witness  to  God's  love.  As  one 
recipient  said,  "God  smiled  on  us  through  Baptists  of  North  Carolina." 
Her  son  is  a  1 3-year-old  cancer  patient. 

ADDITIONAL  HIGHLIGHTS  AT  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Ranked  Among  the  Nation's  Best  -  Baptist  Hospital,  part  of  Wake 
Forest  University  Baptist  Medical  Center,  ranks  among  the  nation's 
top  hospitals  according  to  the  July  2001  issue  of  U.S.  News  and 
World  Report.  One  hundred  eighty-eight  of  the  nation's  6,299 
hospitals  appear  on  this  list. 

Comprehensive  Cancer  Center  Recognized  for  Excellence  -  The 
Medical  Center's  Comprehensive  Cancer  Center  received  a  5-year 
renewal  of  its  status  from  the  National  Cancer  Institute.  The 
Comprehensive  Cancer  Center  is  one  of  only  37  such  centers  in  the 
nation,  and  is  the  only  one  in  western  North  Carolina.  It  includes 
Prostate  and  Breast  Cancer  Centers  of  Excellence. 
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Medical  Center  Earns  Recognition  for  Trauma  Care  -  Baptist 
Hospital,  a  Level  One  Trauma  Center,  received  verification  in  both 
adult  and  pediatric  trauma  services  in  February  2001  by  the 
American  College  of  Surgeons.  It  is  the  first  Level  One  Trauma 
Center  in  North  Carolina  to  receive  such  recognition. 

Downtown  Health  Plaza  Opens  -  The  47,000  square  foot  Downtown 
Helath  Plaza  opened  in  2001  to  provide  healthcare  for  underserved 
people  in  Forsyth  and  surrounding  counties.  Thousands  of  indigent 
children,  adolescents,  and  adults  have  received  compassionate  and 
thorough  medical  care  during  the  year. 

Expansion  of  Brenner  Children's  Hospital  -  Construction  of  a  400,000 
square  foot  1 1 -story  addition  to  the  hospital's  Ardmore  Tower  is 
moving  toward  completion.  Six  of  the  floors  will  provide  space  for 
Brenner  Children's  facilities,  such  as  private  pateint  rooms,  family 
resource  centers,  and  programs  for  children  with  disabilities.  The 
Tower  will  also  include  new  cardiac  catheterization  labs  and 
operating  rooms.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  FOUNDATION 

The  mission  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation 
since  its  inception  in  1 920  has  been  to  assist  the  Convention 
and  its  institutions  and  agencies  in  increasing  an  awareness 
among  North  Carolina  Baptists  of  Christian  estate  stewardship 
principles  as  a  means  of  financially  undergirding  churches, 
institutions,  and  missions  endeavors  on  a  permanent  basis. 
The  uniqueness  of  the  ministries  and  services  provided  by  the 
institutions  and  General  Board  staff  merits  increased  financial 
support.  The  Foundation  accomplishes  these  objectives  by 
offering  assistance  in  estate  planning  counsel,  Will 
preparation,  planned  giving,  charitable  remainder  trusts, 
endowment  funds  and  church  fund  management. 

During  2000,  the  Foundation  provided  assistance  to 
individuals  in  establishing  30  endowment  funds  and  1 8 
charitable  remainder  trusts  totaling  $1.9  million  and  received 
$3.6  million  in  contributions  to  existing  endowments  all  of 
which  will  ultimately  benefit  countless  Baptist  causes  on  a 
permanent  basis.  Programs  were  provided  for  164  churches 
and  associations  during  the  year  to  promote  Make  Your  Will 
Month,  Christian  estate  stewardship,  and  church  fund 
mangement.  Over  $4.6  million  from  churches  and  institutions 
came  under  management  to  enhance  numerous  ministries 
including  scholarships,  building  funds,  cemetery  funds, 
benevolence  funds,  general  operating  funds  and  other  various 
mission  causes.  With  $10.1  million  in  contributions,  it  was  the 
best  year  ever  eclipsing  the  previous  high  of  $9.3  million 
recorded  in  1999. 
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The  Foundation  employs  professional  money 
managers  to  invest  these  funds  according  to  an  investment 
policy  adopted  by  its  Board.  Four  investment  pools  are  offered: 
a  growth  fund,  a  balanced  fund,  an  income  fund  and  a  fixed 
income  fund.  The  Foundation  uses  the  services  of 
Salomon  Smith  Barney  to  help  select  top  money  mangers  and 
evaluate  performance.  As  of  December  31 ,  2000,  the 
Foundation  held  $97.4  million  under  management.  This  is  an 
increase  of  more  than  $4.1  million  over  1999. 

The  Foundation  also  experienced  a  record  year  in 
distributions  in  2000.  The  previous  high  in  distributions  was 
1999,  $5.3  million  distributed  to  charity  and  individuals.  In  the 
year  2000,  our  distribution  totaled  9.1  million  dollars,  with 
charity  receiving  $6.7  million  and  individuals,  through  trusts, 
receiving  $2.4  million.  During  the  81 -year  history  of  The  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  Inc., $18.5  million  has  been 
distributed  to  individuals  and  $32.4  million  to  Baptist 
churches,  institutions  and  mission  causes  for  a  grand 
historical  total  of  $47.1  million.

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LAUREL  SPRINGS  BAPTIST  CHURCH  HISTORY 

On  July  24,  1891  Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church 
was  organized  by  Revs.  J.D.  Harris  and  Frank  B. 
Cheek. 

Thirty  pastors  have  served  to  date,  including 
current  pastor,  Rev.  Dana  Hines,  who  accepted 
pastorate  position  January,  1993.  Twenty-four  deacons 
have  served  including  Stacy  Davis,  Dan  Taylor,  Everett 
Elliott,  and  Ken  Kern,  who  were  ordained  after  1991. 
We  have  been  saddened  by  the  loss  of  two  deacons  by 
death,  Elizabeth  Moxley  1999  and  Robert  Myers  2002, 
who  were  both  ordained  in  1981  and  served  faithfully. 

An  addition  to  the  church  was  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  our  Lord  on  May  16, 1999.  This  included  a 
large  fellowship  hall  with  kitchen  facilities  and  four 
Sunday  School  rooms.  We  celebrated  with  thankfulness 
the  Lord's  blessings  with  a  note-burning  service  on 
August  27,  2000  and  declared  the  new  addition, 
furnishings,  and  improvements  to  the  original  church 
building  debt-free. 

Outside  improvements  consisted  of  a  new 
entrance  door  with  handicap  ramp,  improved 
landscaping,  vinyl  siding  on  the  steeple  and  eaves, 
lattice  wall  around  entrance  to  outside  furnace  room 
steps,  replaced  double  doors  at  outside  entrance  to  the 
sanctuary,  as  well  as  the  digging  of  a  new  well. 
Improvements  to  the  sanctuary  included  extending  the 
rostrum  to  make  a  choir  loft  and  removing  a  vertical 
support  column  to  give  more  seating  space  and  clearer 
view  of  the  pulpit  area.  Chairs  for  the  areas  at  the  side 
and  the  back  of  the  sanctuary  were 
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donated  by  members  of  the  church  as  memorials  to 
loved  ones  and  brass  plaques  were  placed  on  each 
chair.  A  loaning  library  with  books,  pamphlets,  and 
videos  has  been  established.  A  sound  system,  central 
air  conditioning,  and  new  piano  were  also  added. 

Vacation  Bible  School  has  continued  annually 
since  being  re-established  in  1996  sharing  the  love  of 
God  with  children  and  adults. 

Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church  continues  annual 
support  through  money  and  prayers  to  four 
missionaries: 

Mary  Carr,  Graffitti,  New  York,  New  York; 
Sharon  and  David  Sexton,  Lander,  Wyoming; 
Laura  and  Lance  Ostman,  Philippines; 
Ruth  and  Howell  Williams,  Papua  New  Guinea. 

They  also  support  Foreign,  Home,  and  State 
Missions  through  special  offerings  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

Women's  Missionary  Union  was  re-established  in 
March  2000  after  46  years  of  inactivity.  It  was  originally 
organized  in  June  30,  1930  and  met  until  1954.  They 
now  meet  monthly  with  attendance  from  12  to  21.  They 
are  carrying  on  a  true  mission-minded  program  serving 
the  church  family,  the  community,  state  and  foreign 
missions.  Regular  projects  include  furnishing  food  to 
families  in  times  of  illness  and  bereavement,  as  well  as 
providing  other  needs  when  they  arise.  The  WMU  is 
grateful  to  all  the  women  of  the  church  who  willingly 
participate  in  these  mission  projects  even  though  they 
cannot  attend  the  regular  meetings. 
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Revivals  are  held  in  the  spring  and  fall,  as  well  as 
participation  in  the  Annual  Associational  Revival.  They 
have  continued  the  tradition  of  joint  fellowship  services 
with  Laurel  Fork  Presbyterian  Church  at  Christmas  and 
on  Easter  Sunday.  Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church  has  a 
joint  New  Year's  Eve  Service  with  Liberty  and  Osborne 
Memorial,  inviting  all  churches  to  participate. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  to  grow  and  is 
enjoying  the  new  classrooms. 

A  scholarship  is  given  each  year  to  church 
members  on  their  high  school  graduation.  The  following 
have  received  scholarships:  Kelly  Myers,  Stephen 
Hines,  Katie  Myers,  Micha  Tucker,  and  Heather  Hines. 

This  is  a  continuation  of  the  Laurel  Springs 
Baptist  Church  history  printed  in  the  1997  associational 
minutes.

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Baptist  Children's  Home  of  North  Carolina 

Jason  and  Lacey  know  real  hope  after  facing 
hopeless  times. 

Jason  and  Lacey  lived  with  their  mother  in  Hilo, 
Hawaii.  It  sounds  wonderful,  but  for  the  brother  and 
sister  it  was  far  from  paradise.  Their  mother's  lifestyle 
constantly  placed  the  two  children  in  danger.  Jason  was 
given  the  blame  by  his  mother  for  many  of  the  things 
that  had  gone  wrong  in  her  life. 

"She  didn't  care  about  anything,"  Jason  recalls 
now.  "I  was  just  there.  She  didn't  care  for  me." 

Jason  drew  violent  pictures.  He  had  difficulty 
relating  to  people  and  was  diagnosed  with  attention 
deficit  disorder.  Soon  his  secrets  were  exposed.  He  had 
suffered  severe  physical  and  emotional  abuse  by  his 
mother.  Drugs  had  been  a  pervasive  part  of  his  life.  He 
had  begun  using  drugs  when  he  was  six  years  old. 

Once  Jason's  grandparents  discovered  the  truth 
about  Jason's  life,  they  sought  immediate  help  for  their 
grandson  and  found  the  help  they  desperately  needed 
from  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  In  august  1996,  he 
began  his  new  life  at  Broyhill  Home  in  Clyde. 

Lacey  still  lived  with  her  mother.  The  two  moved 
to  Arizona.  Lacey  spent  her  days  in  the  cab  of  her 
mother's  boyfriend's  semi-truck.  She  was  attending 
school.  After  Jason  left,  Lacey  became  the  focus  of  her 
mother's  abuse. 

Again  the  siblings'  grandparents  intervened.  The 
couple  began  to  think  about  bringing  Lacey  to  live  at 
Broyhill  Home.  In  1997,  14  months  after  Jason,  she  was 
safe. 
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Lacey  and  Jason's  grandparents  credit  Baptist 
Children's  Homes  for  giving  their  grandchildren  real 
hope. 

Lacey  says  that  she  plans  to  be  a  lawyer.  She 
likes  fighting  for  the  underdog.  Jason  has  plans  for  a 
career  in  broadcast  journalism.  Since  coming  to  Broyhill 
Home,  both  children  have  accepted  Christ  as  their 
Savior. 

"Things  began  to  turn  around  for  me  when  I 
became  a  Christian.  I  began  to  read  my  Bible,"  Jason 
says.  "I  learned  a  lot  of  the  answers  to  my  questions.  I 
felt  like  I  could  be  open." 

"Jason  might  be  in  an  institution,  in  prison  or 
dead.  We  try  not  to  even  think  of  Lacey's  life  would  be 
like  today,"  the  grandparents  say.  "They've  been 
saved!" 

Jason  and  Lacey  are  two  of  the  1,855  children 
cared  for  by  BCH  last  year. 

Baptist  Children's  Homes  grieves  with  Nation  after 
September  11th  attack  -  BCH  president  calls  for  acts 
of  kindness. 

In  the  wake  of  the  tragic  events  of  September  1 1 ,  BCH 
president  Dr.  Michael  C.  Balckwell  stepped  to  the 
forefront  to  calm  and  encourage  children  and  families. 
As  the  nation  reeled  from  the  attack,  Blackwell 
immediately  offered  words  of  comfort  to  families  through 
news  media  from  Louisiana,  Arizona,  Alabama,  and 
across  North  Carolina.  He  urged  Americans  to  "show 
kindness"  to  one  another  and  exhibit  "acts  of  goodness" 
toward  their  communities  in  response  to  the  violence 
exhibited  against  our  country.  BCH  children  and  staff 
united  to  provide  needed  items  for  those  serving  at 
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Ground  Zero  and  gave  blood  for  the  victims.  Despite  the 
physical  and  emotional  effects  of  September  11,  BCH's 
mission  has  remained  unwavering.  "America's  spirit  has 
not  been  lost,  and  our  spirit  of  helping  and  healing  is 
stronger  than  ever,"  said  Blackwell. 

BCH  faces  financial  shortfalls  due  to  9/11,  North 
Carolina  Baptists  rise  to  meet  financial  challenges. 

As  charities  across  America  began  to  feel  the  financial 
effects  of  9/1 1 ,  Baptist  Children's  Homes  also  faced 
shortfalls.  Experiencing  nearly  a  60  percent  drop  in 
annual  fund  giving,  President  Michael  C.  Blackwell 
made  an  urgent  plea  to  friends  and  supporters.  After  an 
intense  effort  including  personal  letters  and  phone  calls, 
North  Carolina  Baptists  responded,  rallying  to  close  the 
gap  by  year-end.  "I  knew  North  Carolina  Baptists  would 
not  forget  their  children,"  said  Blackwell.  North  Carolina 
Baptists  also  stepped  forward  by  meeting  the  2001 
Thanksgiving  Offering  Goal.  Today,  the  effects  of  9/1 1 
are  still  being  felt.  "It  is  important  for  North  Carolina 
Baptists  to  not  grow  weary  in  their  efforts  to  help  our 
boys  and  girls,"  said  Blackwell.  "Our  churches  are  our 
lifeline.  It  is  because  of  them  we  are  able  to  touch  the 
lives  of  so  many." 

New  BCH  strategic  plan  unveiled.  Quest:  A  Journey 
of  Excellence  is  the  title  of  the  new  strategic  plan  that 
will  guide  Baptist  Children's  Homes  through  2004.  The 
major  goals  of  the  new  plan  include  recruiting  and 
retaining  competent  qualified  staff;  training  staff;  and 
maintaining  and  enhancing  BCH  facilities. 
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BCH  Trustees  approve  allocation  for  Information 
Technology. 

Trustees  made  way  for  sweeping  technological 
improvements  throughout  BCH.  A  new  Information 
Technology  Center  was  created  and  work  began  to 
connect  all  ministry  sites  digitally.  "Every  step  we  take  is 
designed  to  enable  us  to  better  serve  children  and 
families...  today  and  in  the  future,"  said  Dr.  Michael  C. 
Blackwell. 

Gastonia  couple  honored  at  Nolen  Building 
dedication. 

"William  "Red"  and  Mabel  Nolen  were  recognized  for 
their  contribution  at  the  dedication  of  the  newly 
renovated  and  renamed  Nolen  Administration  building 
at  Mills  Home  on  January  22,  2002.  A  gift  from  the 
Gastonia  couple,  who  have  long-time  ties  to  BCH,  made 
the  necessary  renovations  possible. 

BCH's  Developmental  Disabilities  Ministry 
dedicates  two  new  group  homes. 

More  than  200  Baptist  leaders,  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  administrators,  staff,  and  guests  were  in 
attendance  for  the  historic  dedication  of  BCH's  first,  new 
group  home  for  developmentally  disabled  adults  on 
March  26,  2002.  The  two  homes,  Davis  House  and 
Hinkle  House,  joined  Baptist  House  at  Bethabara 
located  in  Winston-Salem.  Plans  to  break  ground  on  the 
next  DDM  group  home  to  be  located  in  Sanford  are 
scheduled  for  2003.  Baptist  State  Convention  President, 
Dr  Jerry  Pereira,  who  spoke  at  the  dedication,  predicted 
"the  Lord  is  going  to  do  great  and  mighty"  through  this 
ministry. 
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A  Place  for  Miracles  published. 

In  March  2002,  BCH  president  Michael  C.  Blackwell 
introduced  his  second  book.  More  than  three  years  in 
the  making,  A  Place  for  Miracles  is  a  mixture  of  history, 
autobiography,  inspiration,  and  vision.  The  book 
received  the  2002  Baptist  Communicators  Association 
Design  Award  for  Best  Book  Design. 

New  Millennium  Families:  A  Study  Guide  introduced 
to  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

In  September  2001 ,  the  study  guide  to  BCH  president 
Michael  C.  Blackwell's  book  New  Millennium  Families, 
was  introduced  at  the  first  of  two  statewide  Deacon- 
Spouse  Training  Events  in  Bryson  City.  A  total  of  more 
than  200  deacons  and  their  spouses  attended  the  two 
conferences.  Blackwell  and  study  guide  creator  Gaylin 
Huff  led  group  sessions  regarding  the  changing  make- 
up of  families  as  discussed  in  the  book  and  its  effects 
on  the  church  in  North  Carolina.  A  Study  Guide,  to  be 
used  with  New  Millennium  Families,  helps  teachers 
prepare  for  and  guide  groups  of  adults  using  four 
different  formats.  7  Week  Study,  Youth  Parent  Study, 
Single  Parent  Study,  and  Family  Ministry  Study. 

Baptists  called  to  join  "Chain  of  Prayer"  for  North 
Carolina's  children  and  families. 

BCH  president  Michael  C.  Blackwell  has  asked  for  all 
North  Carolina  Baptists  to  participate  in  the  "Chain  of 
Prayer."  Begun  in  February  2002  at  the  annual  Baptist 
Men's  conference  in  Charlotte,  this  physical  chain  is 
made  up  of  thin  strips  of  paper  containing  handwritten 
prayers  of  NC  Baptist  Men,  women,  and  children. 
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Throughout  the  year,  these  strips  are  being  gathered  by 
BCH  representatives  and  formed  together  into  a  chain 
that  will  be  displayed  at  this  year's  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  November.  With  children  and  families 
facing  many  different  sources  of  crisis  in  today's  world, 
Dr.  Blackwell  believes  this  statewide  unification  of 
prayers  for  children  and  families  in  our  state  will  yield 
great  results.

Gold  crosses  that 
adorn  the  exterior  of  the  hospital  symbolize  our  historic 
and  daily  commitment  to  bring  medical  excellence  and 
Christian  compassion  to  those  we  are  privileged  to 
serve.  This  report  will  highlight  our  partnership  with 
North  Carolina  Baptists  in  continuing  the  mission  of 
healing. 

SCHOOL  OF  PASTORAL  CARE 

Our  mission  at  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care  is  "to 
provide  ministries  of  growth,  hope,  and  heating  in 
the  Spirit  of  Christ. "  This  defines  the  spiritual  essence 
of  who  we  are  and  the  meaning  of  what  we  do  in  caring 
for  hurting  people.

The  Department  of  Chaplaincy  and  Pastoral 

Education  provided  ministry  through  more  than  61,000 
pastoral  contacts  in  the  past  year.  Every  day  chaplains 
can  be  found  comforting  bereaved  families,  praying  for 
seriously  ill  patients,  reading  Scriptures  to  those  afraid, 
offering  comfort  and  extending  hope  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Fifty-three  students  received  supervision 
and  training  in  2001.

Suggestions  for  the  county  by  the  Angelou  Group 
were  discussed.  Some  aspects  did  not  agree  with 
Christian  attitudes.  The  association  on  motion  of 
Wilma  Foster  and  second  of  Everett  Elliott  instructed 
Ross  Wagner  to  advise  the  County  Commissioners 
that  the  association  did  not  approve  of  some  of  the 
language  and  ideas  in  the  report. 

Stephen  Mabe  from  Osborne  Memorial  Baptist 
Church  and  a  trio  of  youth  from  Laurel  Springs 
Baptist  Church  provided  special  music. 

Wilma  Foster  made  the  Nominating  Committee 
report.  Upon  her  motion  and  the  second  of  Wayne 
Geary  recommended  officers  were  elected. 

The  congregation  sang  "There 's  a  Land  That  Is 
Fairer  Than  Day.  "  Dorothy  Brooks  conducted  the     - 
Memorial  Service  for  the  deceased.  She  sang  "How 
Great  Thou  Art. " 

Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church  performed  special 
music.  Rev.  Lester  Evans,  Western  Regional  Resource 
Coordinator  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention, 
preached  the  morning  sermon. 

Rev.  Roy  Houser  gave  the  benediction  and  the 
blessing  for  the  meal. 
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Osborne  Memorial  Baptist  Church  History 

Located  in  the  Turkey  Knob  Community,  Osborne 
Memorial  Baptist  Church  was  organized  on 
September  26,  1943.  The  Turkey  Knob  School 
building  was  purchased  and  church  services  were  held 
there  for  a  short  while.  At  a  special  conference  in 
October,  1943,  it  was  voted  to  build  a  house  of 
worship.  In  the  church  clerk's  Book  #1  the  following 
is  recorded: 

"Whereas  it  appears  to  us  that  there  is  a  real  need  for  a 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  in  this  locality,  and  after 
prayer  for  divine  guidance  and  consultation  with 
brethren  from  other  churches,  it  is  resolved  that  we 
now  enter  upon  the  organization  of  a  church  under  the 
name  of  Osborne  Memorial  Baptist  Church  and  that 
we  adopt  a  church  covenant,  articles  of  faith,  and  rules 
of  order  as  found  in  the  first  two  pages  of  this  minute 
book." 

The  name  for  the  church  was  selected  by  a 
committee  composed  of  Pauline  Osborne,  Stella 
Parsons,  Blanche  Osborne,  Anyce  Landreth,  Evelyn 
Pettyjohn,  and  Blanche  Young. 
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On  October  13,  1943,  a  seven  member  building 
committee  was  appointed.  These  members  were  Bays 
Parsons,  C.  E.  Brown,  Harry  Young,  Herbert 
Osborne,  J.  H.  Pettyjohn,  Lee  Finney,  and  Clinton 
v  Young.  The  present  church  building  was  constructed 
on  property  donated  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Andy  Osborne 
near  the  Osborne  Cemetery.  Because  the  United 
States  was  engaged  in  World  War  II,  building 
materials  were  rationed.  Congressman  R.  L.  Doughton 
had  to  secure  the  necessary  special  permits  needed  in 
order  to  build  the  church. 

Mr.  John  M.  Cheek,  moderator  of  the  Alleghany 
Baptist  Association,  an  executive  committee  member, 
and  the  Rev.  Bryce  Barton  assisted  in  the  initial 
organization  of  the  church. 

There  were  twenty-two  members  enrolled  as  the 
charter  members,  including  the  following:  James  Leff 
Osborne,  Clinton  Young,  Ray  Parlier,  Annarae 
Pettyjohn,  Ozena  Landreth,  Cam  Delp,  Evelyn 
Pettyjohn,  Mary  Kennedy,  Bonnie  Lee  Brown, 
Pauline  Osborne,  Wanzoleen  Landreth,  Blanche 
Young,  C.  E.  Brown,  Bays  Parsons,  Stella  Parsons, 
Phoebe  Cox,  Carrie  Phipps,  and  J.  H.  Pettyjohn.  Later, 
other  members  were  added  making  sixty-three  in 
charter  membership.  Charter  membership  was  closed 
June  4,  1944.  " 
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Rev.  Bryce  Barton  was  elected  pastor;  Blanche 
Young,  church  clerk;  and  Mary  Kennedy,  treasurer. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Alleghany  Baptist 
Association  in  1944,  the  church  made  application  for 
membership  in  the  Association.  The  request  was  made 
by  Harry  Young,  Ray  Parlier,  and  C.  E.  Brown.  The 
church's  request  was  graciously  accepted  by  the 
Association. 

Since  the  initial  organization,  Osborne  Memorial 
has  maintained  an  active  Sunday  School,  Vacation 
Bible  School,  and  other  church  organizations,  always 
supporting  the  interests  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

The  church  is  presently  supporting  Le  Roy  and 
Rhonda  Benally's  mission  work  in  Bloomfleld,  New 
Mexico,  the  Ebenezer  Children's  Home  in  Wilkes 
County,  and  the  Baptist  Children's  Home  in 
Thomasville. 

Throughout  the  years,  many  improvements  have 
made  Osborne  Memorial  an  up-to-date  structure. 
Sunday  School  rooms  were  added  in  the  basement  in 
1955.  Dirt  was  removed  by  hand  using  wheelbarrows. 
Beautiful  stained-glass  windows  replaced  the  plain 
glass  windows  in  1960.  Later,  a  central  heating  plant 
was  installed.  In  1978  the  sanctuary  was  enlarged  by 
adding  Sunday  School  rooms  with  folding  doors. 
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Rooms  and  hallways  were  carpeted.  Restrooms  were 
added,  as  was  a  well  for  a  water  supply.  The  pews 
were  upholstered  in  1981.  Extra  chairs  and  tables 
were  purchased  for  Sunday  School  rooms  in  1983. 
Ceiling  fans  were  later  installed.  A  covered  porch  was 
added,  as  well  as  the  cemetery  driveway  and  parking 
lot  being  paved.  In  1995  storm  windows  were  added. 
In  1997  the  roof  was  replaced.  Subflooring  and  carpet 
in  Sunday  School  rooms  were  also  replaced  due  to 
water  damage.  Air  conditioning  was  installed  in  1998. 
In  2000  the  hot  air  furnace  was  replaced.  A  picnic 
shelter  was  completed  in  2001.  In  2003  a  complete 
new  water  system  was  installed. 

A  number  or  memorials  have  been  made  to  the 
church.  The  communion  set  was  given  in  memory  of 
Monroe  Osborne  by  his  daughter,  Mae  Hungate.  The 
communion  table,  the  pulpit  scarves,  table  runner  and 
the  picture,  "Head  of  Christ,  "  was  given  in  memory 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bob  Osborne  by  their  children.  The 
candle  altar  set  was  given  in  memory  of  Jim  Leff 
Osborne  by  his  children,  Dennis  and  Karla  Osborne. 
The  church  bell  was  given  in  memory  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Andy  Osborne  by  their  daughter,  Pauline  Stallings.  A 
podium  was  given  to  the  church  in  memory  of  Teddy 
Pardue  by  his  parents,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Pardue.  The 
"Church  Hymnals"  were  given  in  memory  of  Stanley 
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Osborne  by  his  mother,  Mrs.  Katy  Finney.  Additional 
"Baptist  Hymnals"  were  purchased  as  a  memorial  to 
Mr.  E.  C.  Minnich.  The  Gethsemane  picture  was 
given  in  memory  of  Herbert  and  Fannie  Osborne  by 
their  children. 

Osborne  Memorial  has  ordained  three  ministers: 
Rev.  Brady  Farmer,  Rev.  Jimmy  Warden,  and  Rev. 
Bob  Murphy.  Osborne  Memorial  has  licensed  Glenn 
Somers, 

-    Pastors  who  have  served  the  church  are  Rev.  Bryce 
Barton,  Rev.  Beauford  Hash,  Rev.  Carlie  McKnight, 
Rev.  Hayes  McClure,  Rev.  J.  T.  Pardue,  and  Rev. 
Russell  Mabe.  Rev.  McClure' s  devoted  and  faithful 
service  covered  a  period  of  28  years.  Rev.  Russell 
Mabe,  the  current  pastor,  has  served  the  church  for  the 
past  15  years.  Glenn  Somers  serves  as  assistant  pastor. 

Those  who  have  served  as  church  clerks  are: 
Blanche  Young,  Carrie  Phipps,  Stella  Parsons,  Ray 
Parlier,  Jim  Leff  Osborne,  Raline  O.  Elledge,  and 
Dennis  Osborne.  Past  and  present  deacons  are  Bays 
Parsons,  E.C.  Minnich,  Herbert  Osborne,  Clement 
Osborne,  Harry  Young,  Ray  Parlier,  Burton  Osborne, 
Bob  Richardson,  Dennis  Osborne,  Tim  Walker,  R.  S. 
Warden,  Bill  Clevenger,  and  Wayne  Cleary. 

The  church  has  furnished  an  Associational 
Moderator  for  the  past  17  years. 
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The  Alleghany  Missionary  Baptist  Association  is 
meeting  with  Osborne  Memorial  Baptist  Church  this 
year,  2003,  as  part  of  their  6oth  year  celebration.  It  is 
the  eighth  time  in  the  church's  history  the  Association 
has  met  with  Osborne  Memorial  Missionary  Baptist 
Church. 

Most  of  this  historical  report  was  originally  written 
by  Mrs.  A.  O.  Joines,  with  information  supplied  by 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Parlier  and  Mrs.  Stella  Parsons.

Children  on  a  couple  of  occasions.  Patricia  is  a  beautiful  young 
woman  and  a  rising  senior  at  Toccoa  Falls  College  in  northern 
Georgia.  Looking  at  Patricia  today,  you  would  not  recognize 
her  as  the  same  little  girl  who  came  to  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  1 1  years  ago. 

As  a  young  child  she  lived  with  abusive,  alcoholic  and 
drug-addicted  parents  who  forced  her  to  lie  about  their  abuse. 
The  little  girl  was  threatened  with  a  pistol  to  her  head  and  made 
to  sleep  on  cold  hardwood  floors.  Her  abuse  and  neglect  were 
compounded  by  a  severe  medical  condition.  Because  her 
parents  were  unable  to  properly  care  for  Patricia,  she  went 
months  at  a  time  without  the  daily  medication  she  so 
desperately  needed. 

Then  one  day,  Patricia  found  the  security  she  had 
longed  for  at  our  Broyhill  Home  in  Clyde.  But  even  at  Broyhill 
Home  her  life  wasn't  easy.  Patricia  has  Turner's  syndrome,  a 
condition  affecting  her  balance  and  coordination  and  stunting 
her  growth.  Because  she  was  awkward  and  clumsy,  other 
children  made  fun  of  her  at  school.  But  her  physical  problems 
only  seemed  to  make  her  stronger. 
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While  at  Mills  Home  this  summer,  Patricia  was  asked 
to  share  her  story  with  the  girls  on  campus.  She  boldly  assured 
them  that  God  has  a  plan  for  their  life.  But  then  she  challenged 
the  girls  by  telling  them  it  is  their  choice.  They  can  put  their 
past  behind  them  and  trust  God  and  follow  His  lead,  or  they 
can  wander  through  life  lost.

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Mount  Carmel  Missionary  Baptist  Church  History 

Glade  Valley,  North  Carolina 
Organized  August  23,  1884 

"ONE  HUNDRED  TWENTY  YEARS  OF  HISTORY" 

The  second  "Missionary"  Baptist  Church  was 
organized  on  August  23,  1884  with  a 
Biblical  name,  Mount  Carmel. 

Mount  Carmel  Baptist  Church  is  located  two 
miles  north  of  Roaring  Gap,  just  off 
Highway  21, near  the  Cherry  Lane  Fire 
Department.  Volume  1  of  the  Clerk's  book, 
"State  of  North  Carolina, Alleghany 
County,"  contains  the  following  entry: 

The  arm  from  Long  Creek  Baptist  Church, Surry 
Association)  met  on  August  23,  1884,  near  Woodrufi 
Church.  After  Divine  service  conducted  by  Elders 
J.  K.  Franklin  and  J.  A.  Jordan,  was  seated  in 
fellowship.  On  motion,  church  door  was  opened  for 
reception  of  members,  and  Elder  J.  A.  Roberts, 
J.  M.  Jordan,  C.  P.  McCann,  Elizabeth  Sparks,  and 
J.  F.  Rash  joined  by  letter.  The  above  being  founc 
orthodox  in  Baptist  faith  constituted  a  church. 
C.  P.  McCann,  acting  as  spokesman  for  the  body  anc 
Elders  J.  A.  Jordan,  J.  K.  Franklin,  and  W.  F.  Byi 
presbytery.  The  clerk's  book  was  a  large  leather- 
Bound  one  purchased  from  the  Sunday  School  Supply 
Store  at  Raleigh. 

The  first  one-room  frame  structure 
was  built  the  year  of  organization  and  was 
used  until  it  collapsed  in  a  windstorm  in 
1914.   The  place  of  Worship  was  then  moved 
to  the  present  site  owned  by  the  Orange 
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Presbytery  which  constructed  a  one-room 
combination  church-school  building.  In 
June  1928,  Mt .  Carmel  purchased  the  church 
building,  furnishings  and  one  acre  of  land 
for  $450.   The  church  was  dedicated  in 
November,  1929  when  Rev.  W.  F.  Weatherman 
was  pastor.  The  cemetery  was  established 
in  1935. 

The  first  major  improvements  were 
made  in  1953  when  Mrs.  George  Crutchfield, 
R.  Jordan,  A.  C.  Caudle  and  R.  A.  Crouse 
were  appointed  to  a  building  improvement 
committee.  The  church  was  ceiled  with 
masonite.  Some  years  later  the  driveway 
around  the  church  was  made,  the  building 
underpinned,  walls  painted,  electric 
lights  installed,  Sunday  school  rooms  and 
stained  glass  windows  were  added,  hardwood 
floors  laid,  and  pews  made  by  F.W.  Royal 
installed.   In  1976,  a  basement  was 
excavated  for  additional  Sunday  school 
space,  restrooms  and  storage  area.  In  1981 
the  church  windows  were  replaced  with 
stained  glass  windows.  A  picnic  pavilion 
was  constructed  on  the  grounds  in  1984. 
Foley  A.  and  Janie  McKnight  donated  land 
across  the  road  from  the  church  on  August 
13,  1986  and  November  17,  1987  for  a  new 
parking  lot. 

The  largest  groundbreaking 
improvements  were  made  in  August,  1987.  A 
new  sanctuary  was  added  with  life-size 
picture  of  Christ  and  stained  glass 
windows.  Other  improvements  included 
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padded  pews,  a  modern  sound  system,  piano, 
organ,  ceiling  fans,  vinyl  siding,  new 
roof,  insulation,  expanded  Sunday  school 
rooms,  central  heating  &  air  conditioning 
and  the  driveway  and  parking  lot  were 
paved.  Rev.  Carlie  McKnight,  former  Pastor 
and  honored  guest,  participated  in  a 
dedication  service  on  January  31,  1988. 

During  Fall  of  2002,  the  pulpit  and 
choir  area  were  raised  on  a  hardwood 
floor.   The  church  building  bears  little 
resemblance  to  the  original  Spartan 
structure  our  forefathers  used  for 
Worship. 

In  the  Summer  of  2000,  the  picnic 
pavilion  was  enclosed  as  a  Fellowship  Hall 
adding  a  kitchen  and  bathrooms.  A 
dedication  ceremony  was  held  on  March  18, 
2001  with  Pastor  Fred  Jennings. 
Contribution  plaques  honoring  all  who 
contributed  to  the  building  of  the  hall 
were  hung.  An  oak  Honorarium  Leaf  Tree 
with  bronze  memorial  leaves  was  hung  in 
the  hall. 

In  April  of  1999,  .68  acres  was 
purchased  for  the  cemetery.  A  new  chain 
link  fence  to  enclose  the  entire  property 
was  installed  in  August  of  2002. 

Mt  Carmel  joined  the  Elkin 
Association  in  1885  and  in  1898  became  a 
member  of  Stone  Mountain  Association. 
Since  1910  Mt .  Carmel  has  been  affiliated 
with  the  Alleghany  Association.  In  January 
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of  2001,  the  Mount  Carmel  Church 
Constitution  and  Bylaws  were  adopted. 

Pastors  who  have  shepherded  God' s 
people  at  Mount  Carmel  are  as  follows: 
J.  A.  Jordan,  J.  A.  Williams.  T.  M. 
Honeycutt,  J.  T.  Fualks,  A.  McKnight, 
Arthur  F.  Absher,  J.  K.  Franklin,  R.  K. 
Johnson,  Grant  Cothran, 
D.  J.  Roberts,  John  W.  Brown,  William 
Miles,  W.  L.  Hoppers,  P.  H.  Haire,  S. 
Landreth  Blevins,  W.  Franklin,  Frank 
Weatherman,  Carlie  McKnight,  Troy  Blevins, 
Gwyn  Blackburn,  and  Fred  Blevins.  The 
current  Pastor  is  Everette  K.  Shaw.  Pastor 
Shaw  has  severed  for  fifty-two  years.  The 
church  has  no  living  former  Pastors.  In 
February  of  2002  Pastor  Shaw  was  honored 
at  a  Fellowship  dinner  for  50  years  as 
Pastor  at  Mt  Carmel.  The  Alleghany  News 
featured  Pastor  Shaw  for  his  50  years  as  a 
pastor  in  the  January  25,  2001  edition  of 
the  newspaper. 

The  church  has  ordained  eleven 
ministers  of  the  Gospel  and  provided  an 
Associational  Moderator  for  three  years.

Cleary,  Larry  Atwood,  Dennis  C.  Crouse. 
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Current  Deacons  are:  James  Gillespie, 
Chairman  of  the  Deacons,  Bruce  Wood, 
Robert  Patrick,  and  Jay  Shaw.

Gifts  received  by  the  church:  a 
communion  set  in  memory  of  C.  S.  McKnight, 
a  pulpit  Bible  in  memory  of  Homer  Miles, 
a  lawn  bulletin  board  in  memory  of  J.  W. 
Caudle,  a  communion  table  by  the  Franklin 
Royal  family,  a  framed  copy  of  the  Church 
Covenant  in  1993  in  memory  of  Patsy  P. 
Miles,  a  framed  copy  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  donated  by  Charlie  Crouse  in 
2003  and  a  framed  picture  of  a  baptism 
donated  by  Ruth  Ellen  Wood  in  2003.   A 
church  sign  was  designed,  donated  and 
installed  on  Highway  21  by  Ray  Shaw  in 
1989.  In  the  Summer  of  1996,  Jason  Blevins 
made,  donated  and  installed  the  church 
sign  on  Cherry  Lane  Road.  The  sign, 
shrubbery  and  landscaping  for  the  church 
property  and  cemetery  were  completed  for 
his  Eagle  Scout  project.  In  2000,  the 
Youth  Group  and  Young  Adults  hung  a 
portrait  of  Pastor  Shaw  in  the  church 
vestibule.  A  memorial  plaque  under  the 
portrait  recognizes  48  years  of  dedicated 
service  by  Pastor  Shaw  to  Mount  Carmel 
Church. 
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The  church  held  a  Centennial 
celebration  on  Sunday,  August  26,  1984. 
The  Principal  Film  Company  of  London, 
England  filmed  the  documentary  "Voices  of 
American"  on  Sunday,  June  4,  1989  during  a 
Worship  service.   Church  Directories  have 
been  published  since  1989.   The  church 
records  were  microfilmed  through  1971  by 
the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Archives 
and  History  and  the  microfilm  was  updated 
in  1990  at  Wake  Forest  University. 

The  WMU  was  organized  in  1983  and  has 
been  active  since  that  time  ministering  to 
the  sick  and  bereaved  in  the  community. 

Sunday  school  was  organized  in  June 
of  1939  for  the  summer  months  only.  Sunday 
school  is  currently  held  every  Sunday  at 
9:45  AM . 

Membership  has  grown  from  5  to  two 
hundred  two.  Worship  services  are 
conducted  every  Sunday  at  11:00  AM.   An 
Adult  Bible  study  is  held  the  1st  &  3rd 
Sunday  evening  every  month.  Special 
singing  at  the  5th  Sunday  Worship  service 
followed  by  a  Fellowship  Dinner  has  become 
a  tradition  since  2001.   Mt .  Carmel 
supports  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
organization  and  the  Alleghany  Baptist 
Association.  The  Mt .  Carmel  choir  active 
since  1995  supports  the  church  and  other 
functions  including  revivals  in  the 
community. 

Mt .  Carmel  is  a  special  Christian 
Baptist  community  blessed  with  a  Pastor 
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who  has  guided  our  worship  and  ministered 
to  our  needs  for  fifty-two  years.  The 
members  of  Mt .  Carmel  hold  fast  to  the 
words  of  the  King  James  Bible  and  pray 
that  the  words  of  John  3:16  will  take  hold 
in  the  hearts  of  not  only  our  community 
but  worldwide.

FRIDAY  EVENING,  SEPTEMBER  9, 2005 

The  Friday  evening  session  of  the  Alleghany  Baptist 
Association  convened  at  7:15  PM  with  a  musical  prelude 
by  Wilma  Foster. 

The  opening  hymn  by  the  congregation  was  "Ring 
the  Bells  of  Heaven."

Richardson  and  approved  on  a  second  by  Rev.  Roy  Houser. 

The  Treasurer's  Report  was  submitted  by  Irene 
Wagner  and  approved  on  a  second  by  Dewey  Hoppers. 
The  Director  of  Missions  Report  was  submitted  by  Ross 
Wagner  and  approved  after  a  second  by  Everett  Elliott. 

The  congregation  sang  "The  Solid  Rock." 
The  Finance  Report  was  submitted  by  Irene  Wagner  and 
approved  on  a  second  by  Dewey  Hoppers. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Home  Report  was  submitted 
by  Ross  Wagner  and  approved  after  a  second  by  Rev.  Dana 
Hines. 

The  Youth  Report  was  submitted  by  Wanda  Geary 
and  approved  on  a  second  by  Elvira  Crouse. 

Special  music  was  performed  by  Dennis  Joines  from 
Liberty  Baptist  Church. 

The  Nominating  Committee  Report  was  submitted  by 
Wilma  Foster  and  approved  by  a  show  of  hands. 

The  congregation  sang  "I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord." 

The  Memorial  Service  was  presented  by  Wanda 
Geary. 

We  had  a  Special  Farewell  to  outgoing  moderator 
Bob  Richardson  for  all  of  his  years  of  faithful  service. 

Special  music  was  performed  by  Rev.  John  McCray 
and  his  family  from  Sparta  First  Baptist  Church. 

The  sermon  was  given  by  Rev.  John  McCray  of 
Sparta  First  Baptist  Church. 

Rev  Dana  Hines  gave  the  Benediction  and  Blessing. 


History  of  Liberty  Baptist  Church 

With  only  three  other  Baptist  churches  existing  in 
Alleghany  County,  some  men  and  women  met  in  New 
Salem  on  August  29,  1886  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
Liberty  Baptist  Church.  At  this  organizational  meeting 
Elder  T.  M.  Honeycutt  was  chosen  as  moderator  and  Elder 
W.  M.  Hall  as  secretary.  Thirteen  members  were  enrolled 
and  proceeded  to  elect  Elder  Honeycutt  as  pastor  and  Ross 
McHargue  as  church  clerk.  The  Articles  of  Faith  and 
Church  Covenant  were  adopted. 

At  the  second  meeting  delegates  were  elected  to  the 
convention,  and  at  the  third  meeting  a  committee  reported 
that  half  an  acre  of  land  had  been  secured  from  Meredith 
Richardson  and  wife  for  five  dollars.  Soon  a  one-room 
frame  building  was  constructed  and  furnished  with 
handmade  pulpit,  pews,  and  table. 

In  the  same  year  that  Liberty  was  constituted,  it  was 
one  of  three  churches  in  the  county  that  participated  in 
organizing  the  Ashe  and  Alleghany  Association.  In  1 890  a 
delegate  was  sent  to  the  Convention  and  a  monetary  gift  to 
the  State  Board. 

The  first  minister  ordained  was  Franklin  B.  Cheek  in 
1 890.  David  M.  Stamper  was  also  ordained  that  same  year. 

In  1 899  an  organ  was  presented  to  the  church  by 
Professor  Charles  E.  Taylor  of  Wake  Forest  College. 

Whitehead  parsonage  and  forty  acres  of  land  were 
purchased  for  a  pastor's  home  in  1905  by  Laurel  Springs, 
Liberty,  New  Hope,  Pine  Fork,  and  Sparta  churches.  The 
old  dwelling  was  soon  replaced  with  a  two-story  frame 
house.  In  1947  Liberty  constructed  a  new  home  and  added 
improvements  from  time  to  time. 


In  1909  when  the  church  building  became 
inadequate,  an  additional  acre  of  land  was  purchased  to 
enlarge  the  church  grounds.  Fielden  W.  Cheek,  T.  C. 
Shepherd,  Arthur  Fender,  and  Mack  D.  Wagoner  were 
elected  as  the  building  committee.  The  contract  for  the 
present  building  was  given  to  Fielden  Caudill.  The  design 
was  a  symbolic  church  with  Gothic  shaped  windows  and  a 
tall  spire  over  the  belfry  supporting  a  huge,  sweet-toned 
church  bell,  supposedly  a  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  T. 
Fender.  Additional  pews  and  a  modern  pulpit  were  added 
as  was  a  piano  which  was  purchased  about  1924.  Years 
later  the  pulpit  and  communion  chairs  were  presented  as  a 
memorial  to  Mrs.  Fielden  W.  Cheek  by  her  son,  Foster  F. 
Cheek. 

Another  acre  of  land  was  purchased  in  1910  by 
William  Bryan  Cheek  for  a  church  cemetery.  The  first 
grave  was  that  of  Mrs.  William  Bryan  Cheek  in  191 1 .  A 
three  thousand-dollar  trust  fund  was  set  up  in  1945  for  the 
purpose  of  changing  the  cemetery  to  a  separate,  perpetual 
care  cemetery. 

Early  in  the  church's  history  a  Sunday  School  was 
organized,  supposedly  by  Joseph  F.  Cheek.  The  Training 
Union,  organized  by  Kemp  M.  Estep,  was  possibly  the  first 
in  the  association.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  had 
it's  beginning  in  1924  with  Mrs.  N.  C.  Teague  as  organizer 
and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Fender  as  the  first  president.  Liberty  was 
among  the  first  to  have  Vacation  Bible  School. 
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In  1969  the  church,  through  money  borrowed  from 
the  Baptist  State  Convention,  had  the  church  lifted  from  it's 
foundation  and  moved  aside  so  that  a  basement  with 
Sunday  School  rooms,  a  kitchen,  and  bathrooms  could  be 
built  and  a  furnace  installed.  Services  were  held  in 
Whitehead  Community  Building  during  the  time  of 
construction. 

Later  used  pews  and  pulpit  furniture  were  purchased 
from  a  church  in  Orange  County.  The  electronic  organ, 
given  in  memory  of  Randy  Cleary,  was  first  used  on  April 
18,1971. 

Ross  Wagner  represented  the  Association  on  the 
General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  from  1981 
to  1984,  as  possibly  its  youngest  member,  being  the  age  of 
twenty-one  when  his  term  began.  Ross  grew  up  in  Liberty 
Baptist  Church,  finished  college,  then  joined  the  Mission 
Service  Corps,  and  served  with  the  Baptist  Student  Union 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  Duluth.  He  received 
monthly  contributions  to  help  with  his  support. 

Some  former  members,  maintaining  an  interest  in  the 
home  church,  have  generously  supported  it.  Among  their 
gifts  have  been  a  communion  service,  carpet,  hymnals, 
offering  plates,  hard  surfacing  the  drive,  lawn 
improvements,  and  a  brick  church  sign.  The  church  was 
also  remembered  with  sizeable  sums  of  money  in  the  wills 
of  J.  T.  Fender  and  Mrs.  Edna  Johnson. 

Other  improvements  that  have  been  made  include 
installation  of  storm  windows,  building  an  enclosed 
pavilion  and  handicapped  entrance,  refinishing  floors,  new 
paint  and  carpet,  and  replacement  of  two  small  furnaces 
with  one  large  unit.  In  1998  the  old  storm  windows  were 
replaced  with  double-pane  windows,  greatly  improving  the 
looks  of  the  building  and  helping  with  heating  and  cooling. 
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A  piano  was  purchased  in  the  year  2000  with 
memorial  fund  money  for  Mabel  Estep  Richardson. 

New  tables  and  chairs  were  also  purchased  for  the 
classrooms. 

More  recent  improvements  made  since  the  2000 
Associational  meeting  at  Liberty,  have  been  installation  of 
gutters,  repair  work  on  the  picnic  shelter,  and  a  new 
outdoor  sign. 

In  honor  of  Jerry  McMillian,  walls  were  painted,  new 
bathroom  fixtures,  new  carpet  and  tile,  and  a  new  kitchen 
sink  were  installed  in  the  basement.  A  sound  system  was 
donated  by  Colonel  and  Marie  Holbrook  in  memory  of  his 
late  sister,  Bernice  Hoover  and  in  honor  of  his  sister, 
Blanche  Brady.  Basement  steps  were  improved  with 
material  and  labor  being  donated  by  Brother  Arvie  and 
Sister  Lynn  Perry. 

Twenty-four  pastors  have  served  Liberty  Baptist 
Church  since  its  existence  in  1886.  Ralph  Smith,  the 
current  pastor,  has  served  since  1972. 

Tom  Neville,  who  was  ordained  September  7,  1980, 
served  for  a  period  of  time  as  assistant  pastor.  Roy  Houser 
now  serves  as  assistant  pastor. 

The  church  has  been  served  by  nineteen  church 
clerks.  Walton  Joines  is  presently  serving.  Mrs.  Leonis  C. 
Joines,  a  member  and  former  Associational  Historian  (1961 
-  1972),  served  as  church  clerk  for  twenty-three  years.  She 
researched  and  recorded  the  history  of  the  Alleghany 
Baptist  Association  from  its  beginning,  preserved  original 
Associational  annuals  (1886  -  1964),  had  them  bound  in 
two  volumes,  and  presented  them  to  the  Association.  At  her 
death  her  personal  set  was  donated  to  the  Alleghany 
Historical  Society  and  is  available  for  reference  at  the 
Alleghany  Library. 
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Twenty-one  deacons  have  served  the  church.  Those 
presently  serving  are  Walton  Joines,  Roger  Mabe,  Dewey 
Hoppers,  and  Larry  Delp. 

Mrs.  Marie  Caudill  Holbrook  served  the  church  for 
thirty  years  as  church  treasurer. 

The  church  continues  to  have  Sunday  School, 
worship  service,  mid-week  Bible  study,  two  revivals  most 
years,  Vacation  Bible  School,  and  an  Easter  Sunrise 
Service  (since  1971).  A  Children's  Church  was  begun  as 
part  of  the  Sunday  morning  worship  service.  The  church 
participates  in  the  fall  Associational  Revival,  the  Live 
Nativity,  and  the  cookout  at  the  Baptist  Children's  Home  in 
Thomas  ville. 

For  several  years  the  church  has  hosted  a  youth  group 
of  about  85  from  First  Baptist  Church  in  Auburndale, 
Florida.

Our  renewed  fellowship  with  Sparta  First  is  such  a 
blessing.  It  has  been  wonderful  to  have  them  be  an  active 
part  of  what  we  did  this  year  with  the  youth  and  all  other 
activities. 
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Our  churches  have  grown,  by  numbers  who  were 
baptized,  but  also  I've  seen  great  spiritual  growth  as  well. 
Maybe  we  belong  to  six  different  churches,  but  we  truly 
belong  to  "The  Church,"  established  by  our  Lord.

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History  of  First  Baptist  Church  of  Sparta 

Sparta  Baptist  Church  was  organized  by 
Elders  S.  M.  Collis,  William  M.  Hall,  and  T.  M. 
Duncan  on  August  30,  1884.  The  first  services 
were  held  in  the  courthouse  with  Elder  Collis 
serving  as  pastor. 

A  new  frame  building  was  constructed  a 
short  distance  up  the  street  from  the  present 
structure,  and  services  began  to  be  held  there  on 
June  14,  1885. 

No  services  were  held  from  1915  to  1921 
due  to  membership  conflicts. 

As  a  result  of  a  revival  in  1921,  the  church 
was  revitalized.  In  1923  thirty-one  people  joined 
the  church  during  a  tent  meeting. 

With  the  church  building  being  rendered 
unsafe,  a  new  brick  structure  was  built  near  the 
frame  building  in  1927.  On  February  1,  1940  the 
church  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Within  seventeen 
days  plans  were  in  place  to  rebuild  the  church.  The 
building  was  completed  in  1943.  The  parsonage 
was  also  constructed  in  the  1940's.  The  Education 
Building  was  added  in  1957-58. 

In  1968  the  name  of  the  church  was  changed 
from  Sparta  Baptist  Church  to  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Sparta. 
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History  of  First  Baptist  Church  of  Sparta 

A  parking  lot  was  added  in  1969.  Additional 
parking  was  provided  later  when  more  property 
was  purchased.  The  steeple  was  raised  in  1983. 

In  October  1984,  during  the  church's  100th 
anniversary  celebration,  a  time  capsule  containing 
memorabilia  was  placed  in  the  ground  at  the  front 
of  the  church.  Plans  were  made  to  open  the  capsule 
during  another  anniversary  celebration. 

An  extensive  renovation  and  addition 
project  took  place  in  1993. 

Fourteen  known  pastors  have  served  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Sparta  during  the  past  120 
years.  As  mentioned  before,  Elder  S.  M.  Collis  was 
the  first  pastor.  Presently  serving  is  Reverend  Mr. 
John  McCray  who  has  been  pastor  since  April 
2003. 

Through  out  the  years  the  church  has  been 
blessed  by  the  services  of  additional  staff.  Santiago 
Reales  serves  as  Hispanic  pastor,  Paul  Braxton  as 
youth  director,  Tammy  Killon  as  church  secretary, 
Tammy  Marion  as  pianist,  Jeanette  Black  as 
organist,  Josh  Howard  as  interim  music  director, 
Elsie  Braxton  as  custodian,  and  Lorraine  Brooks  as 
finance  officer. 
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History  of  First  Baptist  Church  of  Sparta 

The  ministry  of  Christ  is  portrayed  in  many 
areas  at  the  First  Baptist  Church.  The  church 
serves  through  the  Solid  Rock  Ministries  Food 
Closet,  the  Solid  Rock  Building  Ministry,  the 
Hispanic  Mission,  the  Singing  Christmas  Tree, 
Awana  Program  and  G  Force  for  children, 
Vacation  Bible  School,  Solid  Rock  Youth, 
Operation  Christmas  Child,  and  providing  disaster 
relief  for  both  in  and  out-of-state  victims. 

Weekly  services  at  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Sparta  include  Sunday  School,  Morning  Worship 
and  G  Force  on  Sunday  mornings,  with  Hispanic 
Services,  Youth,  and  Evening  Worship  on  Sunday 
evenings.  Prayer  and  Bible  Study  is  held  on 
Wednesday  evenings.

Special  music  was  presented  by  The  Crossbeams 
from  Osborne  Memorial  Baptist  Church.

BELL  VIEW  BAPTIST  CHURCH  HISTORY  2007 

Bellview  Baptist  Church  is  located  on  State  Road 
113,  approximately  three  miles  from  the  Laurel  Springs 
Post  Office 

The  written  record  of  Bellview' s  existence  was 
found  in  a  Bible  belonging  to  Alice  Long  Jones  -  stating 
that  Sunday  School  was  conducted  in  the  Masonic  Lodge 
Hall,  which  also  served  as  a  two-teacher  school.  In  later 
years,  the  Lodge  united  with  Sparta,  the  school 
consolidated  with  Nathans  Creek,  and  the  building  was  sold 
and  torn  down. 

Bellview  Baptist  Church  was  established  in  1 896 
with  nineteen  members.  The  statistical  roll  of  churches  in 
the  1896-97  minutes  of  the  Ashe  and  Alleghany 
Association  record  Reverend  Frank  B.  Cheek  as  Pastor  and 
J.  W.  Phouts  as  Church  Clerk.  Little  else  is  known  about 
Bellview  until  approximately  ten  years  later. 

On  May  9,  1909,  Bellview  was  reorganized  with 
twenty-one  members.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  present  frame 
building  with  a  seating  capacity  of  one  hundred  fifty  was 
constructed.  The  Reverend  George  M.  Reeves  served  as 
Pastor,  Lloyd  S.  Richardson  as  Clerk,  and  Shade  Plummer 
as  deacon. 

Many  pastors  have  served  Bellview  over  the  years. 
Limited  services  were  held  from  1953  until  1971,  when 
Jimmy  Warden  was  elected  Pastor.  Under  his  leadership, 
the  church  made  progress  in  all  areas,  as  has  been  the  case 
under  all  succeeding  pastors.  Following  the  resignation  of 
Reverend  Warden  in  1976,  Lloyd  Burgess  was  elected 
pastor  in  January  of  1977  and  served  until  his  resignation  in 
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October  of  1988.  In  1988,  John  Huffman  was  elected  pastor 
and  served  until  February,  1997.  In  August,  1997,  the 
church  elected  Billy  Felts  as  pastor,  who  served  until  July, 
2002.  From  July,  2002  until  the  time  Darien  South  was 
elected  in  January,  2003,  Bellview  was  without  a  full-time 
pastor.  Darien  South  served  the  church  until  July,  2004.  In 
September,  2004,  Larry  Powers  was  elected  as  pastor  and 
continues  to  serve  to  the  present  time. 

Presently  the  Board  of  Deacons  consists  of: 
Leonard  Church,  Chairman;  Jarvis  Dickens;  Eddie  Hart; 
Brad  Mabe;  and  Gary  Scott. 

From  1976  to  present,  church  treasurers  have  been: 
Lessie  Shepherd  (1976-1986);  Becky  Scott  (1987-1988); 
Dorothy  Brooks  (1988-2006);  Brad  Mabe  (2006-present). 

From  1960  to  present,  church  clerks  have  been: 
Juanita  Church  (1960-1975);  Virginia  Warden  (1975- 
1979);  Jo  Ann  Church  (1979-1984);  Brenda  Faw  (1985- 
1999);  and  Judith  Sands  (2000-present). 

Upkeep  and  maintenance  have  been  an  on-going 
project.  In  1979,  a  tract  of  land  was  donated  to  Bellview 
from  the  F.U.  Taylor  Estate  in  loving  memory  of  Mr. 
Taylor.  This  land  was  developed  into  a  fellowship  and 
recreation  area  with  a  pavilion,  swings,  and  a  merry-go- 
round.  A  piano  was  purchased  in  memory  of  Victor  Jones. 
New  pulpit  furniture  serves  as  a  memorial  to  George 
Shepherd.  A  granite  sign  at  the  new  drive  on  State  Road 
1 13  is  in  memory  of  Maggie  Atwood.  In  the  late  seventies, 
a  need  for  more  room  resulted  in  Bellview' s  first  major 
renovation,  including  four  new  Sunday  School  rooms  and 
improvements  to  the  interior.  Since  that  time,  additions 
include  a  full  basement  with  more  Sunday  School  rooms,  a 
fellowship  hall,  and  a  Pastor's  study. 


New  sheetrock  and  wainscoting  brighten  the  walls  of  the 
Sanctuary.  Indirect  lighting  and  a  vaulted  drop  ceiling  also 
add  to  the  beauty  of  the  church.  In  1998,  work  began  on  the 
pavilion  area  which  is  now  enclosed,  heated,  and  used  as  a 
multi-purpose  building.  Since  2001,  improvements  to  the 
kitchen  area,  a  new  heating/cooling  system,  enhancements 
of  and  additions  to  the  children's  play  area,  a  new  piano,  a 
sidewalk  from  the  front  of  the  church  to  the  fellowship  hall 
entrance,  landscaping,  paving  and  striping  of  the  parking 
lot  (with  designated  handicapped  space),  a  new  and 
improved  Pastor's  study  have  been  completed. 

In  2006,  the  church  began  a  program  aimed  at 
activities  for  its  Senior  Citizens  (age  50  and  over).  As 
Bellview's  first  Senior  Citizens  Activities  Director  (a  post 
for  which  she  volunteered),  Cheryl  Lanning  has  created  a 
wonderful  program  which  is  greatly  enjoyed  by  its 
members. 

Bellview  hosted  the  Alleghany  Baptist  Association 
in  1912, 1919,  1927,  1933,  1942,  1953,  1972,  1982,  1991, 
1996  (Bellview's  100    anniversary  as  well  as  the 
Association's  100th  annual  session),  2001,  and  this  year, 
2007. 

Bellview  and  the  Association  wish  to  acknowledge 
the  following  individuals  and  to  thank  them  for  their 
extensive  research  and  preservation  of  records:  the  late 
Mrs.  A.O.  Joines,  Mrs.  T.S.  Moxley,  and  Brenda  Faw.

We  can  work  together  as  churches 
seeking  to  carry  out  the  work  God  has  for  us  to  do. 
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LAUREL  SPRINGS  BAPTIST  CHURCH  HISTORY 

On  July  24, 1891  Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church 
was  organized  by  Revs.  J.D.  Harris  and  Frank  B. 
Cheek. 

Thirty  pastors  have  served  to  date,  including 
current  pastor,  Rev.  Dana  Hines,  who  accepted 
pastorate  position  January  1993.  Twenty-four  deacons 
have  served  including  Stacy  Davis,  Dan  Taylor,  Everett 
Elliott,  and  Ken  Kern,  who  were  ordained  after  1991. 
We  have  been  saddened  by  the  loss  of  two  deacons  by 
death,  Elizabeth  Moxley  1999  and  Robert  Myers  2002, 
who  were  both  ordained  in  1981  and  served  faithfully. 

An  addition  to  the  church  was  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  our  Lord  on  May  16, 1999.  This  included  a 
large  fellowship  hall  with  kitchen  facilities  and  four 
Sunday  School  rooms.  We  celebrated  with  thankfulness 
the  Lord's  blessings  with  a  note-burning  service  on 
August  27, 2000  and  declared  the  new  addition, 
furnishings,  and  improvements  to  the  original  church 
building  debt-free. 

Outside  improvements  consisted  of  a  new 
entrance  door  with  handicap  ramp,  improved 
landscaping,  vinyl  siding  on  the  steeple  and  eaves, 
lattice  wall  around  entrance  to  outside  furnace  room 
steps,  replaced  double  doors  at  outside  entrance  to  the 
sanctuary,  as  well  as  the  digging  of  a  new  well. 

Improvements  to  the  sanctuary  included 
extending  the  rostrum  to  make  a  choir  loft  and 
removing  a  vertical  support  column  to  give  more 
seating  space  and  clearer  view  of  the  pulpit  area.  Chair; 
for  the  areas  at  the  side  and  the  back  of  the  sanctuary 
were  donated  by  members  of  the  church  as  memorials 
to  loved  ones  and  brass  plaques  were  placed  on  each 


chair.  A  loaning  library  with  books,  pamphlets,  and 
videos  has  been  established.  A  sound  system,  central  air 
conditioning,  and  new  piano  were  also  added. 

Vacation  Bible  School  has  continued  annually 
since  being  re-established  in  1996  sharing  the  love  of 
God  with  children  and  adults. 

Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church  continues  annual 
support  through  money  and  prayers  to  four 
missionaries: 

Mary  Carr,  Graffitti,  New  York,  New  York; 
Sharon  and  David  Sexton,  Lander,  Wyoming; 
Laura  and  Lance  Ostman,  Philippines; 
Ruth  and  Howell  Williams,  Papua  New  Guinea. 

They  also  support  Foreign,  Home,  and  State 
Missions  through  special  offerings  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

Women's  Missionary  Union  was  re-established 
in  March  2000  after  46  years  of  inactivity.  It  was 
originally  organized  in  June  30, 1930  and  met  until 
1954.  They  now  meet  monthly  with  attendance  from  12 
to  21.  They  are  carrying  on  a  true  mission-minded 
program  serving  the  church  family,  the  community, 
state  and  foreign  missions.  Regular  projects  include 
furnishing  food  to  families  in  times  of  illness  and 
bereavement,  as  well  as  providing  other  needs  when 
they  arise.  The  WMU  is  grateful  to  all  the  women  of  the 
church  who  willingly  participate  in  these  mission 
projects  even  though  they  cannot  attend  the  regular 
meetings. 
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Revivals  are  held  in  the  spring  and  fall,  as  well  a 
participation  in  the  Annual  Associational  Revival.  The) 
have  continued  the  tradition  of  joint  fellowship  services 
with  Laurel  Fork  Presbyterian  Church  at  Christmas 
and  on  Easter  Sunday.  Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church 
has  a  joint  New  Year's  Eve  Service  with  Liberty  and 
Osborne  Memorial,  inviting  all  churches  to  participate. 

The  Sunday  School  continues  to  grow  and  is 
enjoying  the  new  classrooms.

The  Church  continues  to  serve  the  Lord  through 
love  and  missions  guided  by  Pastor  Dana  Hines  who  ha 
served  faithfully  since  1993. 

We  were  saddened  in  2005  by  the  death  of 
Madge  Shepherd,  a  faithful  member  since  1921  and  a 
deacon  since  1993.  We  were  blessed  with  the  ordination 
of  Jim  Pendergraph,  the  only  new  deacon  since  2002. 

Laurel  Springs  Baptist  Church  continues  annua 
support  through  money  and  prayers  to  missionaries: 
Uplands  Reach,  Ebenezer  Children's  Home,  Rock  of 
Ages,  Solid  Rock  Food  Closet,  Gideons,  Jack  Cross,  am 
special  offerings  for  Foreign,  Home  and  State  Missions 
through  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

The  Church  participates  in  the  annual
